Hi  Carter! 


I wanted  to  follow  up  with  you  regarding  the  tree  well  discussion  that  came  out  of  our  Great  Streets 
walk-through.  As  you  may  recall,  we  identified  the  need  for  enhanced  consistency  and 
maintenance  of  tree  wells  on  Hollywood  Boulevard. 


To  help  get  us  started,  we've  created  an  inventory  which  identifies  tree  well  dimensions,  types, 
and  conditions  (attached).  The  accompanying  map  shows  the  different  types  of  well  treatments  by 
color  to  illustrate  what  currently  exists.  You  will  see  the  mid-BID  has  the  most  colorful 
(inconsistent)  array  of  tree  wells  and  that  we’re  in  the  best  shape  on  the  west  end  of  the  Boulevard. 


Lastly,  we’ve  developed  a photo  database  that  correlates  with  the  inventory  so  you  can  pull  a 
photo  by  well  # for  reference.  We’ve  also  included  photos  of  the  corresponding  trees  in  each  well. 
You  can  access  the  photos  via  Google  Drive  here. 


In  an  ideal  world,  we  would  remove  all  tree  well  obstructions  that  are  classified  as  being  in  “fair”  or 
“poor”  condition.  This  would  include  removing  the  shifted/uplifted  decorative  metal  grates,  which 
the  BID  would  like  to  consider  reusing  in  other  locations  that  make  sense  throughout  the  District. 
About  half  of  the  tree  wells  with  metal  grates  are  classified  as  being  in  “good”  condition,  so  we 
should  discuss  the  merits  of  removing  those  particular  grates  or  not. 


Please  give  me  a call  if  you  want  to  discuss  our  methodology  or  approach  - happy  to  help 
strategize  how  we  can  best  leverage  the  Great  Streets  maintenance  team  to  implement  greater 
standardization  of  tree  wells  on  Hollywood  Boulevard.  The  BID  is  eager  to  see  this  work  move 
forward!
